Gentlemen: 


Through your networks/ we have 


heard the State of the Union by 
Republican President Gerald Ford. 
Then Tuesday night, under the 
fairness doctrine, we heard the 
State of the Union from Democrat 
Senator Muskie of Maine. 
Under that same fairness doc­ 
trine, don’t you think perhaps we 
should hear a State of the Union 
from Mr. Taxpayer? 
Since he wouldn’t be running for 


election this year, we might ac­ 
tually 
get a 
down 
to earth, 


grassroots picture of the actual 
state of the Union. 
And unfortunately, since you 


three gentlemen have all chosen to 
headquarter in Manhattan instead 
of perhaps locating one network on 
the west coast and another in the 
Midwest, the actual state of the 
union is far from the picture 
regularly painted. 
We think a state of the union 


address by Mr. Taxpayer would 
reveal a concensus among tax­ 
payers of this nation that things are 
in one helluva of a mess. 
And most of the mess can be 


traced to the actions or inactions of 
the federal government. 
You might find that most of us 


compare the federal government to 
cockroaches: ifs not what they eat 
and carry off but what they fall into 
and mess up. 
Our taxpayer state of the union 


would reveal that most Americans 
believe that the federal govern­ 
ment, once away from their con­ 
stitutional field of defense and 
foreign policy, is the nation’s least 
likely candidate to conduct any 
program properly, efficiently, or 
economically. 
Education is a case in point. 
After the Russians launched 


Sputnik, we went on an educational 
binge with the federal government 
pouring billions into schools at all 
levels. The result? The national 
scholastic level of achievement is 
dropping alarmingly each year. 
Law enforcement is another case 


in point. Under the slogan of law 
and order, we’ve poured billions 
into law enforcement agencies 
around the country for fancy gee­ 
gaws, fancy communications, 
fancier computers. . . and the 
crime rate is soaring nationwide. 
Today the parents of a new born 


male son facing a frightening 
statistic. That day-old son faces a 
greater chance of being murdered 
by a criminal here in the United 
States before he reaches the age of 
24 than he did of dying fighting in 
World War II, Korea, or Vietnam. 
It’s a crying shame that with our 


nation at peace abroad, we face an 
even deadlier enemy from crime 
on our streets. 
The federal government has 


usurped the field of welfare and 
made it into a bureaucratic 
nightmare with no control over 
recipients or spiraling costs. It 
entered the health field with the 
same disastrous results. 
And with typical Washington 


finesse, our national government is 
slowly but inexorably destroying 
three of the institutions that the 
taxpayer had faith in: the Social 
Security program, the FBI and the 
CIA. 
The federal government has 


made a lifetime career of studying 
problems like drugs, juvenile 
delinquency, over-regulation of 
commerce, imports, exports, and 
historically solved nothing.

Signing up earlier as a 
candidate for mayor was 
Robert Fowler. Joe E. Ford, 
presently serving as mayor, 
is not seeking re-election. 
Fowler is currently serving 
as councilman and will resign 
this position if elected mayor. 
Also signing up earlier for 
places on the school board 
were Lewis Earl Madden and 
Clyde Lewis. Both men are 
seeking re-election for three- 
year terms. 
Anyone desiring to have 
their names placed on the 
city ballot can get the 
necessary information and 
forms from the city hall. 
Those seeking a place on the 
ballot for school trustee 
should contact the superin­

These certificates will be 
good for the voting years 
1976-78, however, your old 
certificates are to be used for 
elections until Feb. 29, 1976, 
with the new certificates good 
thereafter, ” he said.

Included with the new 
certificates will be a request 
for information to update our 
current rolls, and to comply 
with the new voter re­ 
gistration law, he said. At 
this point Lane stated, “ No 
one will be removed or

strongly urge you to assist 
our office by returning the 
request with all information 
blanks completed.” 
Please keep in mind, after 
Mar. I, 1976, only the new 
blue certificates will be valid, 
he stressed.

last voted, that they are 
urged to re-register or fur­ 
nish his office with address 
change as the case may be.

The following recipe for 
homemade white bread is one 
that came into our kitchen 
several years ago. I received 
it from a friend who had 
gotten it from Leroy Prit­ 
chard, who at that time was 
making it regularly each 
weekend. 
I have varied the recipe 
some by using powdered milk 
and hot water. I never did like 
to scald milk. From reading 
instructions with the present 
day dry yeast, I find that milk 
that has been pastuerized 
does not need to be scalded. 
But, I prefer to use the 
cheaper powdered product 
which is also lowfat and the 
milk has to be hot to melt the 
shortening and dissolve the 
sugar, anyway. 
Now back to the bread 
recipe. This makes 5 large 
loaves. 


HOMEMADE BREAD 
You will need the following 
ingredients: 
I two-thirds c. powdered 
milk 
hot water 
I c. shortenting 
1 c. sugar 
3 eggs 
2 T. salt 
3 env. yeast dissolved in % 
c. warm water 
5 lbs. flour 
Start with a large con­ 
tainer. I use a large round 
plastic dishpan which is 
never used for anything else. 
Put I and two-thirds cups 


of powdered milk in 2 qt. 
measuring container. Fill 
with hot water until it reaches 
the 5 cup level. Add I c. 
shortening and I c. sugar, stir 
and 
allow 
to 
cool 
to 
lukewarm. 
In large container place 3 
eggs and beat slightly, adding 
salt, then the milk and yeast 
mixtures. Stir in about half of 
a 5 lb. sack of flour. Up to this 
point I use an electric mixer. 
Stir in remaining flour. 
Knead on lightly floured 
bread board and return to 
bowl, grease and cover with 
cloth. Allow to rise until 
double. Divide into 5 parts. 
Roll out with rolling pin (to 
release air bubbles) so that 
width of dough is length of 
bread pan. Roll jelly roll 
fashion and while holding one 
one hand “spank” the dough 
to reduce air bubbles. Place 
in greased pan, press down in 
pan and then turn so that top 
of loaf is greased. Allow to 
rise until double. Bake at 400 
degrees IO minutes and 
reduce heat to 350 degrees for 
about 20-25 minutes more. 
This varies according to 
different ovens. 
If loaf 
browns too quickly cover with 
“tent” of foil. Loaf will sound 
hollow when removed from 
pan when done. Grease top of 
loaf for soft crust and cover 
while it cools. For crunchy 
crust, coat with a thin mix­ 
ture of milk and sugar. 
To slice while hot use 
electric knife. Freezes well.

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FIFTY YEARS AGO 
(February 5, 1926) 
When a gin catches on fire and all the 
work hands are there, it is usually saved, 
hut when it catches on Sunday morning 
when all the boys are fixing to go to church 
(?) it is almost a cinch the thing will be a 
total loss. This is just what happened last 
Sunday to the main double gin at the Pioneer 
plant. It caught from some unknown cause, 
about nine-thirty o’clock and despite all the 
streams of water of the Fire Department it 
gradually crumpled down. This is one of 
Hamlin’s oldest and largest gins and to be 
sure it will be rebuilt before next season 
Sunday 
night near one o’clock 
the 
Reynolds Cafe oil stove exploded and the 
fire boys were called out to stop another fire. 
The flames got a good headway and before 
they were under control had practically 
ruined all fixtures, goods, and the inside 
walls and ceiling of the iron building that 
housed this building This place is known as 
the Dr. Stone comer, just south of the 
Dillard Hotel and north of the Opera House. 
The cafe was operated by Nightwatchman 
Reynolds' son.
